SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Black And Horny \s classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 


The DVD contains a feature and trailers depicting a range of male-to-female sexual 
activities. The feature has a loose plot about a male scriptwriter who promises a part 
in a film to a prostitute if she spends a whole week with him. 

The main issue of concern derives from one of the trailers which presents adults 
dressed as schoolchildren engaging in sexual activity, but does not tend to promote or 
support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. The clips are 
ambiguous in that all of the participants are clearly adults, and wear costumes that do 
not resemble school uniforms used in New Zealand. The trailer has an unrealistic, 
slightly fantastical tone, which further distances itself away from the school/classroom 
theme. The young person or school theme is not explored in any other part of the DVD 
to any significant degree. 

The impact of the DVD format has been taken into consideration but makes, however, 
only a limited impact on the DVD. 
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The relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) have 
been taken into account in determining this classification. For the reasons given above, 
Classification Office is confident that its interpretation and application of the criteria set 
out in s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, are 
reasonable and justified. The decision gives full weight to the right to freedom of 
expression set out in s14of the NZBR Act. The restriction on the availability of the 
DVD is the minimum that can be applied to prevent injury to the public good.
